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SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS ABOUT GOVERNMENT 
SERVICES FOR EXPORTERS 


GOVERNMENT Departments, in particular the Board of Trade and the Export Credits Guarantee Department, have for 

many years offered services to United Kingdom firms selling abroad and there can be few manufacturers who are altogether 

unaware of them. In the dialogue that follows an attempt is made to clear up some of the more familiar misconceptions as 
to the nature and scope of the help which the Government is able to offer exporters old and new. 


UESTION : Is it a fact that the Government can give me 
positive help in the business of selling abroad ? 


Answer : That depends on the way you use the official services 
to exporters. Don’t think that they can do the whole job, or 
anything like it. The Government does not itself run the export 
trade. This is the job of industry and commerce—a job which 
many firms have been doing for generations. The Government 
cannot dictate overseas demand, nor overcome buyers’ prejudices, 
nor persuade them to accept offers they don’t think are the most 
attractive they can get. The Government cannot build up stocks 
for you, or place your advertising, or sell your goods in the market 
place. All that is up to you. You would not have it otherwise ! 

What we can do is to help you choose the most favourable ground 
for your activity and to assist in some preliminary tilling of the 
soil. We can give you guidance as to the countries where you 
might find a market and so at least help you to eliminate those which 
seem to hold no promise. We can tell you about foreign tariffs 
and import controls so as to give you some idea of the barriers 
you'll have to get over and the regulations you have to comply with. 
Then we can give you lists of potential importers so that you can 
write to them and get an idea if your product and prices are attractive. 
If any of those firras show interest we can tell you something about 
their standing and influence, and help you to decide if they’re the 


right kind of people for your particular line. If you get as far as 
deciding to appoint an agent, we can help you to find one. None 
of this is as good as a personal trip by you to the market—but if 
you are hesitating whether you can afford the time, remember 
that we can shorten it a good deal by introducing you beforehand 


to the officer on the spot whose job it is to know the leading members 
of the local trading community. 


Q. That sounds fairly comprehensive for a start. So you 
would advise me to take advantage of these facilities if I were a 
newcomer and wanted to blossom out as an exporter ? 

A. Not necessarily. Your organization might not be suited to 
conducting your own export trade, or it might be that your products 
are not such that the employment of overseas agents is the most 
efficient way of selling them. It may well be that you would do 
better to conduct your business through an export merchant. These 
merchants are responsible for a great deal of overseas trade. The 
National General Merchants Export Group, with which our people 
keep in touch, will tell you more about them. 


Q. In other words, you cater only for the big and established 
exporter ? 


A. That is by no means true. I should say that the very big 
firms, employing specialist staff on such matter as market research

and having their own offices and representatives in the most 
important places abroad, are possibly the people least dependent 
on any help we can offer, though even so we have some information 
of value to them. And equally the smaller manufacturer with a 
long experience of exporting will at most times know quite as much 
about the requirements of his established markets as we are likely 
to be able to tell him. 


Q. Well, then who do you cater for ? 

A. We can cater for amy manufacturer who cares to use our 
services. The big exporter needs up-to-date knowledge about 
tarifis and Government regulations. The small man wants guidance 
as to where and when to start. The middle-sized firm wants 
the road to the chosen market marked by introductions and advice 
about contacts and agents... . 


Q. Yes, I was coming to that. I have been told that it takes 
the Board of Trade ages to get a list of possible agents, and that even 
then they leave the final choice to the exporter. Is this so ? 

A. It can take quite a time, yes. And it’s true that the exporter 
himself must make the final choice. We make no bones about the 
fact that the best way to get an agent who will suit you is to go abroad 
and choose him yourself. Since this is not always possible we are 
prepared to ask our overseas trade officer to find by local inquiry the 
most suitable people willing and able to represent the manufacturer 
in question. ‘This is not a task to be undertaken lightly. It would be 
easy enough to pass on a list of names chosen haphazard from a 
directory, or even to prick that list with a pin and offer a single name, 
but all the names which our overseas representative submits are those 
of people whose reputation is satisfactory and who are prepared to

entertain the agency proposal. The exporter is expected to make the 
final choice himself because that is his business. 


Q. All right—but that brings me to another question. How can 
your overseas officers, who have mostly never been in business 
themselves, possibly know what a business man needs ? 

A. You must remember that our overseas officers aren’t employed 
as salesmen. Their job is one that you, taken up with the actual 
job of selling, may have insufficient time to do—the job of patiently 
collecting, sifting, and disseminating information. The things they 
have to watch include the constantly-changing regulations of 
Commonwealth and foreign Governments ; the buying power and 
the preferences of all kinds of people ; the successes and failures 
of other manufacturers like you, and the lessons to be learnt from 
them ; and developments abroad that are likely to stimulate future 
orders. ‘To admit that an official hasn’t direct business experience 
is very different from supposing that his information and services 
are of no practical use to a business man like yourself. 


Q. Nevertheless, I fail to see how an overseas trade officer can 
get down to the job of considering my individual problem until he 
has seen an actual sample of my products. You talk a lot about the 
effectiveness of your communication between Regional Offices, 
Headquarters and overseas posts, yet if I ask you to send my samples 
to your chaps abroad you tell me to send them myself. Why is that ? 

A. The taxpayer cannot be expected to pay all the costs. We 
don’t mind sending a swatch of textiles or a specimen of a greetings

card, but if it is a heavy article we must ask you to bear the cost of its 
transport. We will advise you whether the expense will be worth 
while. 


Q. Can you get me credit reports from overseas traders offering 
to do business with me ? 

A. No, you ge? credit reports from banks and specialist agencies. 
But we do keep records about the standing, activities and influence 
of numerous overseas firms, and will make inquiries about any 
particular firm at your request. Although these are not strictly 
credit reports, you will find them useful in deciding the suitability 
of the overseas trader as a sales ouilet. 

Q. Can you tell me something about Export Credits? I have 
heard that their premiums are very high. 

A. The average premium rate for all their business in the last 
financial year worked out at roughly 11s. per £100 worth of exports 
insured. Individual rates vary enormously according to conditions 
in the country and the trade concerned. 


Q. Suppose that my trade is confined to the safer markets ; : need 
I insure it ? 

A. Import restrictions are sometimes imposed stan much 
warning. Plenty of firms two years ago thought Australia was one 
of the safest markets—certainly ECGD premiums were low for 
Australia. But when Australia imposed import controls in March 
1952, firms were left with heavy stocks of goods specially made to 
Australian requirements, which they had to dispose of elsewhere on 
a falling market. ECGD paid out £121,000 on that particular 
market: uninsured exporters must have suffered losses many times 
that figure. Wherever there is any risk it is sound commercial 
prudence to insure against it—with the advantage of lower premiums 
for the lesser risks. 


Q. But I’ve been told that even if, rightly or wrongly, I want to 
carry my safer risks myself and insure my worse risks (at a higher 


premium of course) Export Credits will not play. Is that so ? 

A. All insurance is based on spread of risk—the principle that all 
the losses that could occur will not im fact occur at any one time, so 
that the premium income from the “no claim” policies will go 
towards meeting the claims that do arise. If Export Credits offered 
individual insurance on the bad markets (which are the easiest ones 
to get into) at any premium which, though high, would be acceptable 
to exporters, they would be heading for “ insolvency.” Of course, 
a government department can’t strictly become insolvent but it 
would become a charge on the taxpayer, whereas it is instructed to 
balance its accounts taking one period of time with another. 

By applying this principle of ‘‘ spread of cover,” Export Credits 
has built up a business which now offers eover against a greatly 
increased range of risks at an average premium far below that which 
it was charging before the war for insolvency cover only. ‘They 
claim that it is adherence to the principle of spread that haa lead to 
an increase in their annual business insured fron a pre-war average 
of some £25 million to a figure (calculated on the same basis) of over 
£500 million to-day. What’s more, they do more business to-day 
than the world’s ten other leading export credit insurers together : 
so there must be something in it ! 

So when they insist on a reasonable spréad of business with an 
individual insurer, they are doing this in the interests of the export 
trade as a whole, in order to be able to continue providing an improved 
and expanding service. 


Q. But I saw somewhere the other day that Export Credits don’t 


give complete cover. Is that so? 

A. Export Credits don’t cover 100 per cent. of the risk—nor do 
any of the foreign credit insurance organizations. Export Credits 
cover 90 per cent. of the “transfer”’ risks (import and exchange 
control) and 85 per cent. of the insolvency or protracted default risks. 
As it is, they provide a type of insurance not offered by any of the 
commercial insurance companies, and they believe their insurance 
will stand comparison with any other similar organization abroad 
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either as to the percentage of loss covered or as to the range of risks 
covered, ¢ 

The main risks which they cover are: currency restrictions which 
prevent the buyer from remitting payment ; new import restrictions 
which prevent him from importing the goods ; his insolvency ; his 
continued failure to pay for goods which he has accepted ; war and 
civil disturbance ; and “ any other cause not within the control of 
the exporter or of the buyer arising from events outside the United 
Kingdom and not commercially insurable.” 

Q. But that does not seem to include the case where the buyer 
refuses to accept the goods ? 

A. That’s so—and that is the main risk not covered. Such cover 
would only encourage bad commercial morality, and in fact we have 
found little real demand for it. Credit insurance is not designed to 
relieve the exporter of the necessity for exercising commercial 
judgment—he must be expected to carry some responsibility for the 
transactions he enters into. 

Q. But all this is, as you say, insurance—not credits. What I 
need is more finance. Why doesn’t the Government help me there ? 

A. The Chancellor of the Exchequer has said that he believes 
our banking and financial system provides adequate finance for our 
exporters, and the problem, if any, is rather one of making better 
known the financial facilities that exist. I would suggest you ask 
your bank manager to tell you what facilities are open to you in the 
City cf London and elsewhere. Even so, the Government does help 
indirectly, for an Export Credits insurance policy will often help an 
exporter to find additional export finance through his bank, other 
things being equal. At least one bank has stated that insured bills 
can be discounted at a finer rate than uninsured and unassigned bills. 

Q. Surely all your services are mere chicken-feed when what the 
exporter wants is access to markets closed to him by Government 
restriction. Why doesn’t the Board of Trade devote more attention 
to the removal of import barriers ? 

A. One of the major obstacles to export is, of course, import 
licensing restrictions and quotas established by other countries. It 
is the Government’s constant endeavour to reduce these, whether in 
the course of trade negotiations or otherwise. But it has to be 


remembered that trade negotiations are a matter of bargaining and 


that our chances of persuading other countries to reduce their barriers 
depend on our being able to offer something in exchange. The 
stock of concessions we have to offer is not unlimited, and the removal 
of trade barriers is seldom the only thing we need to obtain in return. 
Moreover these restrictions are sometimes an attempt by other 
countries to check excessive imports which they cannot really afford 
to pay for. ‘There is therefore a limit to the amount we can hope 
to achieve in this direction, and a real hope of progress depends on 
removing the causes of restriction and establishing broad economic 
conditions through the world in which the volume of international 
trade is encouraged to expand. 

Q. It seems, then, that the Government can do quite a lot to 
help exporters. What more do you suggest needs to be done ? 

A. From the export figures it is clear that there is a good deal 
to do. As the President of the Board of Trade said last month : 
‘We have no prerogative right to any market inside or outside the 
Commonvalth. We won markets because our goods were better 
at the price than those which other nations provided. We will hold 
markets in 10 other way.” 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. Position 


in November 


URING NOVEMBER the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar 
surplus of $41 million. The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, 
stood at $2,561 million at November 30. 

The above surplus arose after taking account of :— 

(a) receipts from the United States during the month of $24 
million as Defence Aid ; and 

(b) payment to the Eurepean Payments Union of $15 million, 
representing that part of the October deficit of £10-8 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in November with the European Payments Union of £3:2 
million, which will fall to be settled in December, as to 50 per cent. 
in gold or dollars and as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the 
Union.

Display of British Agricultural 
Machinery for World Markets

ACHINERY and equipment for the modern farm has been on 

show at Earls Court, London, this week, at the Smithfield and 

Agricultural Machinery Show, which opened on Monday and 
closed yesterday. 

This annual rendezvous for the specialist in livestock and all 
those concerned with farm mechanization had a record number of 
animals and machinery stands this year. Claimed by the organizers 
to be the largest exhibition of its kind in the world, the show filled 
the great hall (which has a capacity of more than a quarter-of-a- 
million square feet of display space) with specimens of some of the 
world’s finest livestock, and countless examples of machinery, supplies 
and equipment for the agricultural industry in Britain and overseas 
countries. 

There were 352 cattle, 489 sheep and some 408 pigs, with additional 
entries in the carcase section. No less than 370 stands comprised 
the Machinery Section on the ground and first floors and the Supplies 
and Services Section on the first floor. Visitors were able to see the 
latest developments in agricultural machinery, ranging from tractors 
and the most modern heavy implements for land recovery and culti- 
vation (including machinery for cleaning and drying seeds and 
grain) and crop protection, down to the smallest ancillary labour- 
saving equipment for routine jobs such as hedging and ditching. 


Growth of Overseas Interest 


In addition to the large numbers at home who visit the Show 
each year, its overseas appeal—to both livestock breeders and ma- 
chinery buyers—is continually growing. Some 28,000 invitations 
were sent abroad early this year, and arrangements made for the 
convenience and comfort of visitors from overseas included the pro- 
vision of a Reception Bureau, free catalogues, a comfortable lounge 
and writing room, with staff available, including interpreters, to deal 
with enquiries. 

One large concern, which makes tractors and farm machinery, put 
on a special programme for over 70 overseas visitors who came from 
nearly every European country, and from points as far distant as 
‘Turkey, Israel, the United States and Australia. Visitors were taken 
on a day visit to the firm’s plant at Doncaster to see a demonstration 
and display of tractors and farm machinery made by the company 
and of special equipment designed by other manufacturers to operate 
with their tractors. 

‘There was much new machinery and equipment to be seen in the 
Trades Sections this year, and amongst the machinery many former 
prototypes appeared in greatly improved form, numerous improve- 
ments having been specifically incorporated to meet the needs of 
overseas buyers. One manufacturer of harvesters, for instance, was 
showing anew sugar beet harvester with top windrowing attachment 
developed to suit the Canadian market. 

Among some of the new exhibits which attracted attention from 
home and overseas visitors on the opening day was an automatic 
pig rearer operated by electricity. This apparatus, housed in steel, 
feeds up to 14 pigs at a time and is kept at an even temperature by 
infra red lamps. It was demonstrated on the stand with live piglets. 
A firm specialising in controlling pests of all kinds had an imitation 
plant 5 feet high on their stand, with the various pests in colours 
highly magnified on its leaves, These pests were identified and 
described and the methods of control given. 

New electric fence units, operated from a radio H.T. type dry 
battery, are claimed by the makers to operate for approximately four 
months in continuous use. Greater ploughing capacity for wheeled 
tractors was claimed for a new cantilever traction attachment. 
Among the new equipment also was a potato harvester, of novel 
design for the separation of potatoes from clods and stones. The 
same firm make a pulverizer designed to deal with potato haulms 
and seeded sugar beet tops. Buyers bent on cutting costs could see 
a new lifting truck of 12-15 cwt. capacity, claimed to be the cheapest 
product in its class. 

Now that there is plenty of ham in the shops again, the accent on 
the Gas Council’s stand was on the latest gas equipment for cooking and 
and curing. The three representative appliances shown were all 
thermostatically controlled, required no supervision, and used the 
minimum amount of gas. Other gas appliances on the stand were 
concerned with steam raising and the provision of hot water at a 
minimum cost. 
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Customs and Excise Import and 
Export Lists 


HE ATTENTION of importers and exporters is drawn to the 

recently published official Import and Export Lists setting out the 
classified descriptions under which, as from January 1, 1954, goods 
are to be entered with the Customs and Excise Department.* 
Particular attention should be paid to the order and grouping of the 
headings which have been rearranged in the 1954 Lists following the 
decision to change the commodity classification for the external trade 
statistics of the United Kingdom to a system based on the Standard 
International Trade Classification of the United Nations.t The 
individual commodity headings will, in nearly all cases, be found to 
be the same as for 1953, but these may be classified in a different 
part of the Lists. The ‘“‘ Groups” of the earlier Lists have been 
replaced by “‘ Divisions” in the Lists for 1954. 

These Lists contain notes for the guidance of traders in the prepara- 
tion by them, or by agents acting on their behalf, of the appropriate 
document required by law to be lodged with the Customs and Excise 
Department for goods imported into or exported from the United 
Kingdom. Traders are again reminded that it is from these 
documents that the Statistical Office of the Customs and Excise 
Department compile the statistics of the external trade of the United 
Kingdom, which are published by the Stationery Office monthly in 
an abridged form in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, and in 
full detail in the Annual Statement of Trade. It is, therefore, 
essential for the accuracy of the published statistics that the informa- 
tion given and declared on the Customs Import entry and on the 
Export Shipping Bill or Specification shall be both full and accurate, 
with particular regard to the following :— 


Goods must be described in accordance with the appropriate 
classification prescribed in the Import or Export List. 

The technical or trade names and descriptions under which 
the goods are ordinarily bought or sold must be given. It is 
not sufficient to show catalogue numbers only. 

The quantities in terms of the unit or units shown in the Import 
or Export List must be given. Where a weight unit is specified 
the net weight of the goods, i.e. exclusive of packings and 
wrappings, is required. 

The value must conform to the definition prescribed in the 
Import or Export List. 

In the case of exports, if not wholly of United Kingdom 
manufacture, particulars must be given of any process which the 
goods have undergone in this country. 


It has been found that agents responsible for lodgment of entry on 
behalf of traders have frequently experienced difficulties in making 
prompt and full declarations owing to their not having been provided 
with all the necessary information at the proper time. The Board of 
Trade and the Customs and Excise Department urge on all manu- 
facturers, merchants and agents that the fullest information for correct 
entry of goods shall be made readily available. 

The majority of Trade Associations and Export Groups are familiar 
with the appropriate Import and Export List classifications of their 
particular products. Traders are, therefore, recommended in cases 
of doubt to refer to their Trade Association or Export Group or to 
the Customs and Excise Department for guidance as to Import or 
Export List requirements.

J XPORTERS may like to know that the Board of Trade obtains 

regularly copies of all the important publications on economic 
statistics of the Commonwealth and foreign countries, and that 
these are available to any member of the public for consultation. 
Special measures are taken to ensure that copies of monthly and 
annual trade publications in particular are obtained at the earliest 
possible date. 

In addition to trade figures, the library contains the main general 
Statistical abstracts, bank reviews, censuses of production and dis- 
tribution, population censuses and other economic data published 
abroad, together with all major statistical publications of the 
international agencies such as the United Nations and O.E.E.C., 
and international commodity studies prepared by the Commonwealth 
Economic Committee and other bodies such as the Cotton Board, 
the International ‘Tin Study Group and the International Tea 
Committee. 

This collection of books is housed in the Statistics Division Library 
in Lacon House, ‘Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, where the 
visitors’ room (number 406) is normally open on Mondays to 
Fridays (9.30 a.m. to 5 p.m.) and Saturdays (9.30 to 11.30 a.m.) 
(Telephone number Chancery 4411, Extension 491). Advice on 
sources of data is provided by the library staff. 


Regulation of Prices of Iron 
and Steel Products 


ANSWERING a question in the House of Commons on Monday, 

the Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, stated that he had 
decided that the time had come for the Iron and Steel Board to take 
over full responsibility for supervising the prices of iron and steel 
products. 

Under Section 8 of the Iron and Steel Act, 1953, the Iron and Steel 
Board were empowered to fix the maximum prices which may be 
charged in the United Kingdom by iron and steel producers. 
However, Section 10 of that Act provided that the Board may not 
exercise these powers in respect of any product, the price of which 
was being controlled by the Government. 

In order, therefore, to put the Board in a position to exercise their 
responsibility for the supervision of prices, he had made an Order 
bringing to an end all existing Iron and Steel Prices Orders, as from 
December 8. 

The Iron and Steel Board had informed him that they intended 
forthwith to fix maximum prices covering approximately the same range 
of products as those at present controlled and that for the present, 
except in a few minor instances, no changes in the existing price 
schedules would be made. 

The Board’s powers under the Act did not extend to the control of 
scrap prices. Consequently, he was not revoking the Iron and Steel 
Scrap Orders, under which the prices of scrap would continue to be 
controlled.

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Import Arrangements for Apples, 
Pears and Canned Oranges 


THe Board of Trade have issued two Notices to Importers, setting 

out the import arrangements for apples and pears in the period 
January 1 to June 30, 1954, and for canned or bottled mandarin 
oranges.

Apples and Pears 


Notice to Importers No. 601 announced that quotas would be 
established for the period January 1 to June 30, 1954, for imports of 
apples and pears from certain foreign countries and invited importers 
to apply to the Board of Trade for licences under these quotas. (See 
last week’s Board of Trade Journal, page 1171.) 


The Board of ‘Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 606, 
that the value of the quotas will be as follows :—:

Pears £230,000. 

The licences, which will be issued on December 30, 1953, will

As announced by the Minister of Food on October 21, the control 
of certain canned fruits will end on December 31, 1953. 


The Board of ‘Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 605, 
that from January 1, 1954, canned or bottled mandarin oranges may 
be imported under Open General Licence in accordance with the 
conditions set out below. From the same date imports of canned 
or bottled mandarin oranges will be permitted under specific licence 
from Japan. Details are also given below. 


ADDITION TO OpEN GENERAL LICENCE 


From January 1, 1954, canned or bottled mandarin oranges may be 
imported without separate licence if consigned from and originating 
in any country or territory other than :—

The Open General Licence referred to in Appendix II of Notice 
to Importers No. 492, as subsequently amended, has accordingly 
been further extended and amended, with effect from January 1, 
1954, as shown in the Schedule to this Notice. 


Imports or CANNED OR BoTTLED MANDARIN ORANGES 
FROM JAPAN. 


The Board of Trade also announce that they are prepared to 
consider applications for licences to import canned or bottled mandarin 
oranges from Japan from January 1, 1954. 


Applications for licences should be made on form I.L.B./A. 
completed in full and should be sent to reach the Board of Trade, 
Import Licensing Branch, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, 
by December 18, 1953. Applicants should also send with the 
application form brief details of their interest in the trade, e.g. pre-war 
trade in Japanese canned or bottled mandarin oranges, or recent 
trade in similar commodities.

HEN the President of the Board of 'Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
announced in the House of Commons on November 30, that an 
Order had been made changing the rates of import duty on a range 
of fresh and preserved fruit and vegetables, he stated that a supple- 
mentary Order relating to dried peas would shortly be issued. 
Additional Import Duties (No. 4) Order (S.I. 1760) was published 
on Tuesday, increasing the duty to 7s. 6d. per cwt. on dried peas, 
whole (other than peas of the varieties commonly known as maple 
peas, dun peas, and yellow or white peas) which do not exceed in 
value £3 15s. Od. per cwt. This Order came into operation on 
December 9. At the same time, dried peas are being placed on Open 
General Licence when imported from Western European and certain 
other foreign countries, as explained in Importers No. 604 below. 


The Board of 'Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 604 t hat 
with effect from December 9, 1953, dried green and blue peas, 
whether for human consumption or otherwise, will be admissible 
under Open General Licence if consigned from and originating in 
any country or territory other than the following :—

‘“* Anuga” Foodstuffs Exhibition 
at Cologne 


REPORT recently received from the United Kingdom Com- 
mercial Representative at Bonn drew attention to the success 
achieved by the ‘‘ ANUGA ” (Allgemeine Nahrungs u. Genussmittel 


Ausstellung) at Cologne in October. The 1953 exhibition received 
enthusiastic support from all sections of the industry, and, mainly 
because it is the only German fair specifically devoted to the foodstuffs 
industry, exhibitors and buyers came from many countries, with the 
result that almost one-half the exhibitors were foreigners and many 
thousands of non-Germans visited it. The fair is held biennially, 
and the first post-war show held in Cologne in 1951 was regarded with 
the same enthusiasm. Before the war the “‘ ANUGA ” was held in 
different cities in succession. It is too soon yet to say whether the 
fair will become permanently connected with Cologne. 

The 1953 ‘“* ANUGA ” filled Halls I to VII of the Cologne Fair 
ground, with some 664 German and 720 non-German exhibitors 
from 37 different countries. Hall VII, where large stands and 
lavish display were general, was entirely devoted to non-German 
exhibits. ‘The goods of 21 British firms were displayed through local 
agents, and the United Kingdom Commercial Representative states 
that most of the stands were a credit to the agents who arranged them. 
He considers that the ‘‘ ANUGA”’ participation must be reckoned 
as one of the more outstanding displays of British products in German 
fairs this year. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 3 


Removal of Trade Barriers 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was 
asked to give details of the steps he is taking to free the channels which 
impede the expansion of British trade with foreign countries ; and if he 
would specify the foreign countries concerned, the degree of success 
he had achieved with each, and the nature and value of the com- 
modities involved. 

The President said he could not analyse in the way suggested the 
results of the steady work of Her Majesty’s Government towards the 
removal of trade barriers ; but he could certainly assure the questioner 
that they had made an important contribution towards freeing the 
channels of trade by working with other nations in the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade and in the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation. As regards the limited field in which the 
United Kingdom had bilateral trade arrangements, we had secured 
quotas for imports of British goods into the foreign countries 
concerned. 


Apples from the United States 

A questioner asked what principles were applied in deciding what 
imports could, and what imports could not, be permitted into this 
country from the United States of America ; for what reason, in 
particular, it had been decided that no apples could be imported into 
Great Britain from that country during the forthcoming winter ; 
and what representations he had received from trading organizations 
in that connection. 

The President said it was necessary to use to the best advantage 
our limited dollar resources, including the assistance being granted to 
this country by the United States under the Mutual Security Act. 
In deciding what imports we could afford from the dollar area, the 
main general consideration was how far such imports were essential, 
or of material benefit, to the United Kingdom economy. It had been 
decided that we could not afford imports of apples from North America 
during the forthcoming winter. Representations on this subject 
had been received from several trading organizations. 


Purchases of Raw Cotton 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
as representing the Minister of Materials, said that, subject to the 
passage of the Cotton Bill now before Parliament, it was the Govern- 
ment’s intention that all users should obtain privately their require- 
ments of all types of raw cotton in the season beginning September 1, 
1954. The Raw Cotton Commission, however, would make purchases 
from the 1954 Sudanese and Peruvian crops sufficient to meet any 
requirements of contractors-in until the 1955 crops became available, 
provided these requirements were notified to the Commission in 
good time. The Minister of Materials was satisfied that the proposed 
arrangements should enable the spinning industry to meet their 
needs. 


Consumption of Sudan Cotton 

Asked to state the consumption by the cotton industry of this 
country of Sudan cotton in 1951, 1952 and 1953 ; and his estimate of 
the amounts that would be available in 1954 and 1955, Mr. Amory 
replied that the figures were 53,000 metric tons in 1951, 49,000 in 
1952 and 43,000 in the first nine months of 1953. The amounts 
that would be available in 1954 and 1955 would depend chiefly on 
the size of the crops in those years ; no reliable estimate could yet 
be made, but over the last four years the Sudan crop had averaged 
about 86,000 metric tons. 


MONDAY DECEMBER 7 
Proposed Power Station in South Wales 


The President was asked whether he was aware of the anxiety felt 
by the tourist industry in South Wales at the threat to build a power 
station at the Leys ; and whether he would at once consult with the 
Minister of Fuel and Power. 

He replied that he had heard of this proposal, but he understood 
that no application had yet been made for permission to build a power 


station at the Leys. If it were, the interests of the tourist industry 
would be taken into account in reaching a decision. 


Monopolies Report on Calico Printing 


The President said he received the Report of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission on the process of calico printing 
on November 28. When it had been printed it would be laid before 
Parliament in accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, 


Factory at Team Valley Estate 


A questioner asked the President whether, to relieve anxiety 
prevailing among the work-people, he would make a statement 
regarding the changes contemplated at the Durham China Factory, 
Team Valley Trading Estates ; and how far the continued employ- 
ment of the trained employees was assured. 

He replied that he understood that the receiver who was appointed 
in October at the request of the directors of the company was 
endeavouring to dispose of the business as a going concern which 
would provide continued employment. As the questioner would 
realize this was not a matter in which he (the President) could interfere, 
but the Board of Trade were of course very ready to assist the receiver 
whenever possible. 


Granting of Industrial Development Certificates 


The President stated that the numbers of certificates granted under 
Section 14 (4) of the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, in respect 
of industrial buildings (including extensions to existing buildings 
and replacements) of aggregate floor space exceeding 5,000 square 
feet, for the 12 months ended October 31, 1953, in the areas of 
Birmingham, London, and South Wales, were as follows :—

TUESDAY DECEMBER 8 


Brazilian Commercial Debts 


Asked about the negotiations with the Brazilian Government for 
a settlement of the outstanding commercial debts, the President stated 
that under an Exchange of Notes dated October 1, the text of which 
had been published as Cmd. 8978, the Brazilian Government under- 
took, in particular, to provide cover for an initial remittance of £10 
million, and for remittances at an annual rate of not less than £6 
million. The detailed implementation of these arrangements was 
now being discussed with a Brazilian Delegation which had come to 
London for the purpose. 

He trusted that the effect of this settlement would be a gradual 
improvement of trade between the United Kingdom and Brazil from 
its present regrettably low level. 





Trade Arrangements with Germany on Fish 


The President was asked if he was aware that the terms of the 
1952 agreement between Iceland and West Germany included a 
clause under which Icelandic trawlers may land iced fish in West 
German ports to the value of 400 million marks a year ; and that they 
had already begun their landings ; and, in view of this, what steps 
he was taking to enable the British fishing industry, particularly that 
part of it which was based on Scottish ports, to secure a share of the 
West German trade in fish. 

He replied that according to his information the 1952 Agreement 
between Western Germany and Iceland included a quota for 1953 
not of 400 million but of 74 million Deutschemarks for fresh fish, 
under which iced fish would be imported. 

Our trade arrangements with Western Germany for 1953 provide 
for imports by Germany of white fish up to 700,000 Deutschemarks, 
and he was advised that British exporters had not so far used the whole 
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of this quota. This country also had a quota for the import of 4-2 
million Deutschemarks of cured herrings in which Scottish fishermen 
were, as the questioner knew, particularly interested. 


Britain’s Export Trade 


It was not possible within the compass of an answer to a 
Parliamentary Question to detail the steps which Her Majesty’s 
Government had taken and were taking to facilitate exports, the 
President said. The most essential condition, however, for a healthy 
export trade was a stable and balanced economy at home, and that 
the Government had achieved. Since the first quarter this year, the 
volume of our exports had been rising. 


Suggested Amendment to Companies Act 


Asked whether he was prepared to amend the Companies Act, 
1948, to prohibit anonymous shareholdings by nominee companies, 
the President replied that he saw no sufficient grounds for proposing 
such an amendment at the present time. 


British Standard for Children’s Footwear 


A British Standard for children’s outdoor footwear was published 
in October, it was stated. 


Factory in Buckie-Peterhead Area 


Asked what progress had been made in providing more industry 
for the Buckie-Peterhead area, the President replied that he was 
very glad to announce that approval had been given to a project 
sponsored by his Department to the Development Commission 
whereby Scottish Industrial Estate Limited would erect a factory of 
10,000 square feet for the Peterhead Gear Manufacturing Company. 
This should provide very useful new employment in the area. 


Trade with Canada 


The President said he knew and shared Canada’s desire to rebuild 
her trade with Britain. He was glad that the improvement in our 
balance of payments had enabled us in recent months to relax restric- 
tions affecting imports of many staple products from Canada. 


Increased Horticultural Tariffs 


The President was asked which consumer interests he consulted 
before issuing his proposals in Command Paper No. 9018, for increased 
import duties on fruit and vegetables. 

He replied that full publicity had been given to the applications 
made for increased horticultural tariffs, and comments were invited. 
Representations were, in fact, received from various classes of 
consumers which included manufacturing industries using imported 
horticultural products and other consumer interests. He gave the 
following list of the organizations which made representations :— 

National Federation of Fruit and Potato Trades ; London Fruit and 
Vegetable Trades Federation Ltd. ; Retail Fruit Trade Federation Ltd. ; 
Fruit and Vegetable Trade Association of Importers, Distributors and 
Salesmen ; Parliamentary Committee of the Co-operative Union Ltd. ; 
National Association of Multiple Grocers ; Multiple Shops Federation ; 
National Federation of Grocers’ and Provision Dealers’ Association ; Long 
Eaton Chamber of Trade ; Food Manufacturers’ Federation Incorporated ; 
Cocoa, Chocolate and Confectionery Alliance Ltd. ; Fruit and Vegetable 
Canners’ Association of Great Britain ; London Chamber of Commerce ; 
Scottish Dried Fruit and Canned Foods Importers’ Association ; National 
Association of Cider Makers ; National Federation of Corn Trade Associa- 
tions ; Lentil and Pea Millers’ Association ; Chamber of Shipping of 
the United Kingdom ; Bristol Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping ; Anglo-Overseas Transport Co. Ltd. ; National Association 
of Wholesale Distributors of Frozen Foods ; London Wholesale Spice 
and Rice Dealers’ Association ; National Federation of Fish Friers Ltd. ; 
British Housewives’ League ; Cheap Food League ; Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce ; Norwich Young Liberal Association ; Harrow Central 
Liberal Association, and West Fulham Libera! Association. 


Factory on Sunderland Trading Estate 


Asked what discussions he had had about the use of Price Tailors 
Limited, Sunderland Trading Estate factory, the President said that 
Messrs. Prices held an assignable lease of the factory and its future 
use rested in their hands. The Board of Trade had, however, had 
discussions with them, and had put firms who might be interested 
in the factory into touch with them. 


Imports of Barley 


Barley might at present be imported freely from all sources under 
Open Individual Licence valid for six months at a time but issued 
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in advance so as to allow traders to make forward contracts, the 
President stated. ‘These licences did not set a limit on the amount 
which might be imported but each trader had to report his imports 
and commitments to the Ministry of Food. 


Committee on Trade Embargoes 


Asked if his Department was represented on the Consultative 
Group Co-operation Committee in Paris that supervised the 
embargoes on trade with Eastern Europe and China, the President 
replied that his Department was fully associated with the work of the 
Consultative Group on East-West trade and Board of Trade officials 
frequently attended its meetings. 


U.K. Exports to South-East Asia 


The President was asked the value of United Kingdom exports to 
South-East Asia in each of the years 1949, 1950, 1951, 1952, and the 
first half of 1953, expressed in 1949 prices ; and the amount of dollar 
earnings accruing to the sterling area from the exports of sterling 
countries in South-East Asia in each of these years. 

He replied regretting that the figures for which the questioner 
asked in the first part of his question were not available, but stated in 
the Official Report that the value of United Kingdom exports to 
South-East Asia at actual prices was as follows :—

Alleged Contravention of Merchandise Marks Act 

Asked whether he was aware that blankets made entirely of fibres 

other than wool were being labelled by manufacturers as guaranteed 
Witney ; that such a label inferred to the public an all-wool content ; 
and whether he would take proceedings under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1953, against those responsible for applying the labels, the 
President replied ‘‘ No, Sir.” It was for the Courts to decide whether 
labelling as guaranteed Witney implied any specific wool content. 


Suggested New Development Area 


Questioned whether he would consider extending the list of areas 
scheduled as development areas under the Distribution of Industry 
Act, 1945, so as to include the developing township of Glenrothes in 
Fife, the President replied that the Secretary of State for Scotland 
and he were not satisfied that in the Glenrothes area there was likely 
to be the special danger of unemployment which was the requirement 
for scheduling laid down in Section 7 (2) of the Distribution of 
Industry Act, 1945. 


Descriptions of Wearing Apparel 


Asked whether he was aware of the e tent of mis-description of 
men’s and women’s articles of wear, purporting to be made of nylon, 
which were, in fact, made entirely of other fibres or included only very 
small proportions of nylon ; and what steps he was prepared to take 
to deal with this fraudulent practice to protect the public, the President 
replied ‘‘ No, Sir.”” He added that if the questioner would send him 
information about specific cases, he would consider what action, if 
any, he could usefully take. 


Trade with U.S.S.R. 


The President was asked, having regard to the fact that our imports 
from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania combined, were approximately two and a half times as 
great as our exports and re-exports to that group of countries, what 
steps he was taking to remedy this adverse balance of payments. 

He replied that it would not be wise to attempt to achieve an exact 
balance in our visible trade with any given group of countries. There 
was, in fact, an approximate balance fn the payments between these 
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countries and the sterling area. It was the policy of Her Majesty’s 


Government to encourage the export of non-strategic goods to the 
U.S.S.R. 


Savoy Hotel Investigation 


Questioned about the investigation into matters affecting the Savoy 
Hotel, the President said that on November 10, the Chairman of the 
Board of the Savoy Hotel Limited asked him to consider appointing 
an inspector under Section 172 of the Companies Act, 1948, to 
investigate the ownership of stock of the company which had recently 
been bought through nominees. The next day, he received, through 
the Secretary of the Company, an application under sub-section (3) of 
that Section from over 200 stockholders ; and accordingly, on 
November 18, he appointed Mr. J. B. Lindon, Q.C., to investigate 
the ownership of the company’s stock, with particular reference to 
stock purchased on or after August 4, 1953. On November 28, the 
Inspector made an interim report. ‘The report had been published 
and copies had been placed in the Library. 

He was now considering representations from a substantial stock- 
holder that the Board of Trade should appoint an Inspector to 
investigate certain aspects of the company’s affairs under Section 
165 (b) of the Act. 

The President added that he did not propose to publish the minutes 
of the inquiry, but the Inspector’s interim report had, of course, 
already been published. He could not at present say what the cost 
of the inquiry would be. Under the Companies Act, 1948, the Board 
of Trade were required to pay the cost. 


Trade with China 


In reply to several questions about trade with China, the President 
gave the following information :— 

Exports to China in the first quarter of 1953 of machine tools, 
optical and precision instruments, and rolling mill products were 
valued at £509, £8,967 and £2,703 respectively. ‘They were goods 
of non-strategic types. 

Figures of the United Kingdom’s indirect trade with China were 
not available, but the following figures showed the direct visible 
trade between this country and China in 1938 and from 1950 up to 
date :—

The export to China of motor cycles and of most types of agricultural 
tractor was at present prohibited because of their possible military 
value. As regards all other agricultural machinery and _ bicycles 
there was no such prohibition, and he wished to encourage exports 
in every possible way; but, as a questioner was informed on 
October 27, there were no steps which Her Majesty’s Government 
considered they could usefully take at present to expand such exports 
in view of the trade policy of the Government of China. 

Although the export to China of most types of tractor was not 
permitted as they could readily be put to military use, small garden 
tractors might be exported ; the President said he had no information 
that any orders for such tractors were being placed. 

As to the effect of our strategic controls on Hong Kong’s trade with 
China, the President referred to the reply given on November 25 by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

Our controls were at one time, and in some respects, wider than 
those of other members of the Consultative Group on East-West 
trade, but, as he had already informed the House, the controls had 
now been brought into line ; and he would not therefore wish to call 
for reports unless, in particular cases, there was reason to believe that 
the controls were being evaded. 


Insured Parcels by Air Mail 


THE Postmaster-General announces that insured parcels may be 
sent to New Zealand and Pakistan by air mail. ‘The insurance fee 
is payable in addition to the postage.

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Retail Trade in October 


HE TOTAL VALUE of sales of non-food goods in October 

was nearly 6 per cent. higher than in October of last year. This 

was a Slightly better result than in September, but the increase 
between the two months was not great enough to suggest any upward 
trend in excess of the normal seasonal movement. Sales of household 
goods were again at a very high level and sales of clothing and footwear 
also showed some improvement in the month. 

Total sales of clothing and footwear reported by retailers making 
returns to the Board of Trade were, for the first time for some months, 
appreciably higher than last year, but this was largely due to very 
good results for the few variety chain stores in the sample. If these 
were excluded total sales would still show only a modest increase 
compared with 1952 ; the continuing mild weather in the month was 
widely reported as having a depressing effect on clothing and footwear 
sales. Allowing for seasonal factors there was little change in the 
month in the total value of stocks of clothing and footwear. 

Sales of household goods, which have shown a marked improvement 
compared with 1952 ever since the spring, were again high—more 
than 10 per cent. higher than in October last year. These good results 
were again fairly widely spread between the different types 
of retailer and between the various categories of goods—hardware 
sales and furniture and furnishing sales were again higher than in 
1952 as well as those of radio and electrical goods. 

Increases compared with last year were also recorded for all the 
remaining categories of non-food goods, large scale retailers’ sales of 
jewellery, leather and miscellaneous fancy goods and of sports goods, 
toys and cycles showing the best results. 

For food and perishables, the increase compared with last year, 
6 per cent., was only fractionally different from that in September. 
Food prices were, however, still increasing between September 
and October last year, whereas this year they showed a slight fall 
between the two months so the increase compared with 1952 in volume 
terms may have been a little greater in October than in September. 

All the retail trade figures are for values of sales and therefore 
reflect changes in price as well as in the volume of trade. In October 
prices as measured by the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail 
Prices showed little change compared with September and were quite 
close to those in October 1952 ; the largest movement compared with 
last year was still in food prices—2 per cent. higher—while clothing 
prices were up by 1 per cent. and household durable goods down by 
1 per cent. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 


Clothing and Footwear 


As has already been pointed out much of the improvement in 
clothing sales was due to the influence of the very good results for the 
few variety chain stores in the reporting panel. ‘This has most effect 
on the figures for women’s and children’s wear, for which multiples 
as a whole recorded an increase of as much as 10 per cent., but the 
small increase in multiples’ sales of men’s wear was due entirely to 
this same rather special factor. Apart from these increases the only 
substantial improvement in clothing sales over last year was for 
department store sales of women’s and children’s wear. For footwear 
the best result was for independent traders. 

The increase in sales in October brought the cumulative figures 
for large scale retailers’ sales of women’s and children’s wear to 5 per 
cent. more than in the period February-October 1952, but 
independents’ sales in the trading year to date have been no higher 
than last year. 

Some of the large scale retailers provide a breakdown of their figures 
for women’s and children’s wear and these show that the best result 
in the month was for girls’ and children’s wear followed by millinery, 
haberdashery, etc. Sales of underwear and hosiery did fairly well 
but the results for women’s outerwear were very little higher than in 
October 1952, while sales of dress materials were still not up to last 
year’s level. Sales of women’s outerwear have been disappointing 
in each of the last three months. 

The increase in stocks of women’s and children’s wear during the 
month was rather small compared with the normal seasonal movement 
and stocks at the end of the month were only 8 per cent. higher than 
at the end of October 1952, whereas the September figures had shown 
an increase of 14 per cent. compared with 1952. ‘These stock figures 
are reported by some only of the large scale retailers and cannot be 


compared directly with movements in total sales reported during the 
month. 

For men’s and boys’ wear, apart from the increase of 3 per cent. 
for multiples already referred to, independent traders were the only 
type of shop to show an increase of more than 1 per cent. compared 
with last year and this change seems to have been very largely due to 
better results for independent bespoke tailors. ‘Total sales for both 
large scale and independent traders in the trading year to date have 
been at the same level as in February-October 1952. Stocks of 
men’s wear (reported by some of the large scale retailers) have been 
slower to recover from last year’s run-down than have those of 
women’s wear, but they showed a greater increase this month and 
were 7 per cent. higher than a year ago. 

While all three types of large scale retailer showed either a small 
reduction or only a very small increase compared with October 1952, 
sales of footwear by independent traders were 4 per cent. higher than 
last year. So far this year cumulative sales by large scale retailers 
have been a little lower than in 1952, while those of independent 
traders have been slightly higher. Stocks of footwear in the hands 
of large scale retailers increased to a level 11 per cent. above last 
October’s figure and were very little below the high level in the 
autumn of 1951. 


Household Goods 


Total sales of household goods were maintained at a high level, with 
co-operative stores and independent traders recording larger increases 
compared with last year than those for department stores or multiples. 
Stocks of household goods reported by some of the large scale retailers 
were a little higher than at the end of October 1952. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings were again markedly higher than 
a year ago—probably some 10 per cent. higher than in October 1952— 
and for all retailers taken together cumulative sales in the trading year 
to date also show a substantial improvement compared with last year, 
despite the fact that sales hy department stores in this category have 
been no higher than in the period February-October 1952. From the 
detailed figures supplied by some of the large scale retailers it seems 
that the improvement compared with last year has been entirely in 
sales of furniture and bedding—October sales of furnishing fabrics 
and household textiles and of floor coverings were very little different 
from those in October 1952. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods showed an even 
greater increase compared with last year than in August and 
September and total trade in the month exceeded even the peak figure 
recorded in May, when pre-Coronation sales of television sets were 
so high. Department stores have been recording very high figures 
for hardware sales in recent months, but those for multiples and 
independent traders have been comparatively low and it is the 
continuing good results for radio and electrical sales which still 
contribute most to the increase over 1952 in the total value of sales in 
this category. For independents and department stores, the only two 
types of shop for which separate figures are available, sales of radio and 
electrical goods were as much as 18 per cent. higher than in October 
1952, a month in which they had already begun to recover from the 
low level of sales in the summer of last year. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Sales of chemists’ goods in October showed an increase compared 
with September which is unusual between the two months, but there 
is normally a fairly sharp seasonal movement upwards between 
October and November, and the fact that the four weekly period 
actually covered by the October statistics this year started one week 
later in the month than the period covered by last year’s figures may 
partly account for this change. The resulting increase compared with 
October 1952 was shared by all types of retailer, although that for 
independent traders was comparatively small. 

Among the remaining categories of non-food goods sales of books, 
stationery, etc. and of sports goods, toys and cycles by large scale 
retailers and sales of toys, sports goods and leather goods by 
independent traders also showed much better results compared with 
a year ago than they had in September and there is just the possibility 
that the results for these categories, in which a substantial seasonal 
movement in sales is to be expected, may also have been affected by 
the later opening date of the period covered by the statistics. 

For jewellery, etc. sales by both large scale and independent

traders showed only a slightly greater increase compared with 1952 
than in September. In all these miscellaneous categories cumulative 
sales this year have been higher than in 1952 ; books and stationery 
have shown only a small increase but in the remaining categories it 
has been more substantial, with large scale retailers doing better than 
the independents. Stocks of all these goods reported by some of the 
large scale retailers showed only small changes compared with the 
end of October 1952. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables are reported only by large scale 
retailers ; the increase compared with last year was much the same as 
in September. Sales in the largest category, groceries and provisions, 
were at the same level as in September, but showed a smaller increase 
compared with 1952 than in the earlier month because sales had 
increased between September and October last year. Sales of sweets 
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and chocolate were 38 per cent. higher than in October of last year 
and total sales in the trading year to date have been more than a third 
higher than in the same period of 1952, when they were still rationed. 
For meat, the increase compared with 1952 was again very small 
considering that sales were effectively unrestricted by rationing this 
year ; sales of fish, poultry, game and rabbits showed a small increase 
compared with last year for the first time this year. Otherwise there 
were no very important changes compared with September. 


Sales by Areas—Large Scale Retailers 


Some of the large scale retailers are able to subdivide their sales 
by areas and changes compared with 1952 are shown in the table on 
page 1219; while the resulting statistics give an indication of major 
differences between the trading experience of retailers in different 
areas, the figures are not sufficiently reliable for small differences to 
be considered significant. This month the figures for non-food

Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches ; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 


(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 


(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953, 


(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 


(v) The period covered by October sales was the four weeks from 
October 4 to October 31. 


(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the 
movements in business reported for Great Britain by the whole sample 
of large retailers may differ from the average of the movements in the 
areas even when due weight is given to the amount of business done 
in each area. 


(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however, some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted, 


(viii) Sales of food and perishables in October by the large retailers 
were 58 per cent. of total sa'es by these firms. 
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HERE was no significant change in the basic materials index 

between October and November. Among the materials that rose in 

price were lead (up 2:0 per cent. following increases at the end of 
October), tin (up 3-4 per cent.), zinc (up 2-3 per cent.), raw cotton (up 
0-8 per cent.), raw jute (up 8-2 per cent.), imported softwood (up 
0-7 per cent.), imported plywood (up 2-5 per cent.) and woodpulp— 
prices of which rose by 2:3 per cent. Almost counterbalancing these 
increases were falls in the prices of various commodities including raw 
wool (down 0:8 per cent.), home-grown hardwood (down 4:1 per cent.), 
imported hardwood (down 1:2 per cent.), rubber (down 2:3 per cent.), 
copper (down 0-2 per cent.) and tungsten ore which carries a weight 
of only 0-4 per cent. in the index but which fell in price by 24-4 per 
cent. 

The indices for mechanical engineering and electrical machinery 
materials both rose between October and November, the former by 
1-7 per cent. and the latter by 2-5 per cent. The main cause of this 
increase was the heavy rise of 20-7 per cent. in the price of brass ingots 
(B.S.S. 249.60/40), which carries a substantial weight in both indices— 
particularly that for electrical machinery materials. Among other 
items contributing to the increases in one or other of these indices 
were lead, zinc, tin and imported softwood, though the rises in the 
prices of these commodities were slightly offset by falls in the prices 
of imported hardwood and rubber. 

There were only slight rises in November, amounting to 0-1 and 
0:2 per cent., respectively, in the building and civil engineering and 
house building materials indices. Increased prices for lead, zine, 
certain items of plumbers’ brassware, cast stone and cast concrete 
products, imported softwood and imported plywood, were largely 
offset by reductions in the prices of imported hardwood and some items 
of builders’ ironmongery. 

Both the combined indices for iron and steel, in Table 2, fell by one 
tenth of a point, due to a reduction of 3.6 per cent. in the price of 
high-speed (tungsten) tool steel. The index for clothing and foot- 
wear rose by 0-1 per cent. as a combined result of increases of 0-2 per 
cent. and 0-1 per cent., respectively, in the hosiery and made-up 
clothing indices and a fall of 0-1 per cent. in the index for boots and 
shoes ; there was no change in the rubber footwear index. 

Approximately three-quarters of the indices published in Table 3 
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(a), relating to commodities produced in the United Kingdom, 
showed no movement between October and November. A similar 
proportion of these indices has remained stable in previous monthly 
periods since July, although, of course, the commodities concerned 
have not in all cases been the same. Among the twenty-one indices 
that rose during the month were those for coal (up 1-8 per cent.), 
cutlery (up 1-2 per cent.), jute yarn (up 6-5 per cent.), jute piece 
goods (up 5:1 per cent.), canvas goods and sacks (up 3-9 per cent.), 
cotton yarn (up 0-9 per cent.), cotton cloth (up 0-5 per cent.), linen 
(up 0-6 per cent.), and cardboard boxes—the prices of which rose 
by 1-8 per cent. Among the indices in this table that fell during 
November were those for opaque cellulose acetate moulding powder 
(down 2:1 per cent.), home-grown hardwood (down 4:1 per cent.), 
rubber goods, other than tyres and tubes (down 0-4 per cent.) and 
domestic furniture, prices of which fell on average by 0-2 per cent. 

Among the commodity indices shown in table 3 (b) and not already 
referred to in connection with the basic materials index above, those 
for shellac and hides and skins rose by 6-2 and 0-3 per cent., respec- 
tively. The index for fertilizers fell by 3-8 per cent., following a 
considerable reduction in the prices of national compound fertilizers 
due to larger early delivery rebates in November. 


New Index Numbers 

Published for the first time this month is a new index for goods 
made of leather or alternative materials. It does not include travel 
goods for which a separate index has been published since August 
1952. Three sub-indices accompany the new index, covering ladies’ 
leather, plastic and rexine handbags, leather wallets and leather straps 
and beits. These sub-indices will not be published in the Board of 
Trade Journal every month, but will appear in the tables accompanying 
the special annual (February) and mid-year (July) articles on whole- 
sale prices. 





Revised Figure for Television Receivers 

A revision of the provisional end-September index number for 
television receivers shows that there was a fall of 2:5 per cent. in these 
prices between the end of June and the end of September, not an 
increase of 2°3 per cent. as stated in the Board of Trade Journal on 
November 14.

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Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949 = 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-tc- 
month movements. 

2. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

3. ‘The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 
Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

4. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ “ ex- 
works ”’ prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, 


in which case “‘ delivered ”’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive 
of purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 


5. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


6. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. ‘The issue of June 16 also gave a list of 
the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) for non-food industries. 
Details of the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for 
the electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, re- 
spectively. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of 
Trade Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in 
the construction of any of the indices for commodities or groups of 
commodities ; where it is possible to issue these, however, they may 
be obtained on application to the Director of Statistics, Board of 
Trade, at the address below.

1. Publication of some of the old series of index numbers based on 
average prices in 1930 is being continued for a limited period at the 
request of those who are still making use of them ; in no case, however, 
is it intended to continue publication beyond the end of 1955. 


2. Since January 1951 the movement of the old (1930 = 100) 
index for iron and steel is identical with that of the corresponding 
index in the new (June 30, 1949 = 100) series.

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Wholesale Textile Sales 


OTAL SALES by wholesale textile houses in October were just 
above the high figure for September ; a very small increase in 
October after a very sharp rise between August and September 
was the normal pre-war seasonal experience. Compared with 
October 1952, when the recovery from the recession of 1951-52 was 
well under way, the month’s results show an increase of 3 per cent. 
and sales in the year to date have exceeded those in January-October 
1952 by 8 percent. Stocks showed the expected seasonal reduction. 


For all three main sections of the wholesale trade—women’s, girls’ 
and children’s wear, men’s and boys’ wear and piece-goods—sales 
were very close to the September level. For men’s and boys’ wear 
this level is 10 per cent. higher than in October 1952 ; for women’s 
wear the increase compared with last year is smaller—only 3 per cent. 
—and sales of dress materials were 4 per cent. lower than in October 
1952. Except for women’s wear, the fall in stocks this month was 
smaller than in October last year, when stocks were still being run 
down. 


The most important of the remaining categories, for which no 
index numbers are prepared, are household textiles (including soft 
furnishings) and furnishings. Sales of household textiles in the month 
were just above the level of October 1952, but cumulative sales so 
far this year were 4 per cent. lower than in 1952. Sales of furnishings 
were 4 per cent. higher than in October 1952 and cumulative sales 
totalled 9 per cent. more than in the period January—October 1952.

The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
output per working day ; it is estimated that there were 22 working 
days in October, as in September. 

Wool consumption declined very slightly in the industry as a whole. 
In topmaking there was a fall of 5 per cent., although this was 
compensated to a small extent by an increase in the use of hair ; in 
woollen spinning and felting, however, consumption of virgin wool 
rose by 7 per cent. and of all fibres by rather less. Consumption of 
rayon was, however, the highest since 1950. 

Production of tops fell by 4 per cent., the rate being the lowest 
since February last, although still above the average of 1950, the peak

year ; within the total, the output of hair tops increased sharply by 
15 per cent. The rate at which wool and hair tops were drawn, on 
the other hand, was the highest since 1950 (apart from August when 
the average number of working days may have been underestimated). 
There was also a marked rise in consumption of rayon tops. 
Deliveries of worsted yarns increased by 5 per cent. to a new post-war 


record level ; the bulk of the increase was in weaving yarn. Deliveries 
of woven fabrics (except blankets) were, apart from July, the best 
since April 1951 ; the increase over September was 4} per cent. for 
worsteds and 34 per cent. for woollens. The rate of output of 
blankets fell by 4 per cent. 

Notes 


1. Woven woollen fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics 
include fabrics which are mainly worsted by weight of components. 

2. The yardage of blankets delivered has been calculated by using 
the following factors :— 

One full size blanket = 3-75 sq. yds. 
One cot blanket = 0-94 sq. yds. 

3. Figures for wool used in topmaking prior to 1948 have been 
increased by 7 per cent. in order to allow comparison with the new 
basis adopted from October 25, 1947. 

4. For the purposes of calculating the monthly average deliveries of 
total woven wool and mixture fabrics in 1949, 1-55 sq. yds. was taken 
as equivalent to 1 linear yard. The relationship was slightly different 
for woollen and worsted cloths separately. 

5. Employment figures include part-time workers. 

6. In the tables “ ... ”’ means not available and ‘‘—” means less than 
half the final digit shown. 


Strength Tests on Plywood 


FOREST Products Research Bulletin No. 29, “The Strength 
Properties of Plywood ” is intended to assist both the manufacturer 
and plywood user in estimating the suitability of various types of 
plywood for constructional purposes. Part 1 just published for 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, compares 
the properties of some two dozen comparatively unknown timbers. 

The Bulletin describes the methods used to measure the various 
properties and contains the results obtained from static bending, 
tension, compression, panel shear and panel impact tests. The 
results are given in the form of tables and diagrams.

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BRITISH STANDARDS 
Bitumen Macadam with Gravel Aggregate 


B.S. 2040: 1953 covers the manufacture and laying of mixtures 
of gravel aggregate with bitumen or a mixture of bitumen and lake 
asphalt for the following forms of construction: (a) Base course, 
(b) Single course, (c) Wearing course (medium texture), (d) Wearing 
course (medium/close texture), (e) Wearing course (close texture). 

All these materials are intended to be laid warm on the day of 
manufacture. ‘The evidence examined when this British Standard 
was prepared was obtained mainly from the use of bitumen macadam 
with gravel aggregate laid on secondary roads or lightly trafficked 
surfaces. ‘The standard is therefore intended primarily for material 
to be used on roads other than those carrying heavy traffic. 

Provision is made for alternative mixtures and the aggregate, filler 
and binder are specified. 

An appendix sets out the information which should be given with 
inquiries and orders, and tables are included giving approximate 
equivalent volumes of binder content and covering capacity of the 
bitumen macadam. Price 3s. 


Precast Concrete Blocks 


B.S. 2028 is a revision of the three previous standards for precast 
concrete blocks B.S.’s 492, 728 and 834. 

The object of combining the three standards was to obviate 
difficulties in identifying blocks conforming to a particular standard. 
In the new standard, distinction is made by dividing the blocks into 
three types :— 

Type A. Dense aggregate concrete blocks ; 

Type B. Lightweight aggregate concrete blocks for load- 
bearing walls ; 
Lightweight aggregate concrete blocks for non-load 
bearing partitions ; 
and the aggregates permissible for use in each type are specified. 

Hollow blocks may be manufactured in each type provided that 
they comply with the appropriate requirements for strength. 

There has been little change in the dimensions of the blocks except 
that additional provision has been made for blocks of a height that 
will bond with bricks 2§ in. high as well as the original sizes bonding 
with 2§ in. bricks. 

As in the previous standards no attempt has been made to provide 
for fair faced blocks for external unrendered, or otherwise unprotected, 
walls and neither have requirements for aerated concrete building 
blocks been included, as this was thought impractical at the present 
stage of their development, apart from the dimensions which are 
already dealt with in B.S. 1364. Price 3s. 


Aluminium Alloy Ladders, Steps and Trestles 


The establishment of aluminium as a material very suitable for the 
manufacture of ladders, steps and trestles has led to the preparation 
of B.S. 2037: 1953, which deals with these items of builder's 
equipment. 

The standard specifies the minimum requirements for these and 
details of such items of general construction as are considered to need 
definite specification in order to ensure sound manufacture and 
construction of ladders, steps and trestles intended for general use 
in the building and civil engineering industries. 

So far as possible it has been left to the manufacturers to design 
products which will comply with the requirements of the tests specified 
in the standard. 

The tests have been designed for easy application by either the 
manufacturer or the purchaser as a check on the suitability of new 
ladders, steps or trestles. It is not intended that these tests should be 
applied as safety checks during use or to repaired or second-hand 
apparatus. Price 2s. 6d. 


Determination of Wool Fibre Fineness 


B.S. 2043 : 1953 is of particular interest to the wool industry. It 
is based on Tentative Textile Specification No. 20 of the Textile 
Institute, which itself was the outcome of considerable investigation 
in the laboratories of the Wool Industries Research Association. 

The method of determining fineness (fibre diameter) is applicable 
to raw wool, tops, rovings and to woollen and worsted yarns. It is 
intended to secure consistency between investigations in different 
laboratories. The apparatus, preparation of test specimens, ex- 
perimental and statistical procedures are comprehensively described. 
Price 2s. 6d. 
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Sizes of Photographic Paper for General Use 


A new edition of B.S. 1112 “Sizes of Photographic Paper for General 
Use ” includes a few additional sizes of paper and postcard material 
and the method of expressing tolerances on cutting sizes has been 
simplified. 

An appendix has been introduced containing a recommended 
number-description-colour system of identifying the various contrast 
gradations available in an attempt to secure uniform labelling. 
Suggested packaging quantities are also prescribed for convenience 
in ordering. Price 3s. 


Kerosene (Paraffin) Appliances for Domestic Use: Part 1 


As a result of the work carried out by a committee set up by the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power, the Petroleum Equipment Industry 
Standards Committee authorized the preparation of B.S. 2049 : 1953 
for domestic appliances using kerosene as fuel. This, the first part 
of the standard, specifies general constructional, guarding and safety 
requirements of these appliances, and detailed performance tests. 
Numerous illustrations of typical burners and appliances are provided. 
Price 10s. 


Ballvalves (Portsmouth Type) Excluding Floats 


B.S. 1212 : 1953 has been revised primarily in order to enable the 
floats for ballvalves to be manufactured separately and to bear their 
own appropriate B.S. number according to whether they are of copper 
or plastics material. Therefore it now deals with the bodies and 
levers only and gives references to the appropriate size of B.S. float 
for use in the complete assembly. The principal feature of the ball- 
valve is the removable seat, which enables this part to be made of 
specially suitable metal or other material if so required, to reduce 
wear, and it also enables the ballvalve to be adjusted to suit pressure 
and flow requirements by simply inserting a seat with the correct 
sized orifice. An appendix gives the flow at various heads through 
the different sizes of orifice available. 

The lever rod assembly, in two piece types, now has a soldered 
joint, thus obviating the weakening of the end of the lever by cutting 
a screw thread. 

The range of sizes and types remains unaltered, but it is now 
permissible to use direct methods of connection to the pipe line 
instead of either a tail for lead pipe or a threaded end for iron barrel 
provided the method used does not reduce the metal thicknesses below 
a prescribed minimum. This should enable some types of coupling 
for copper to be formed on the shank itself. Provision is also made 
for the use of copper tail pipes instead of brass if preferred. Price 6s. 


Tubular Heat Exchangers for Use in the Petroleum Industry 


B.S. 2041 : 1953 applies to shell and tube heat exchangers for use 
in the petroleum industry and covers dimensions and manufacturing 
requirements peculiar to the tubular heat exchangers. It should also 
be read in conjunction with B.S. 1500 (Provisional) ‘ Fusion-welded 
pressure vessels for use in the chemical and allied industries’ or any 
other suitable code which may be specified. 

The document is divided into various sections dealing with general 
requirements, materials, construction and workmanship, scantlings, 
testing, marking and inspection and testing facilities. 

Appendices are included, giving details of materials to be used, 
dimensions of shell, shell cover and channel flanges as well as pressure 
temperature ratings for tube plates and flanges. Price 12s. 6d. net 


Dimensions of Textile Coiler Cans for Cotton, Cotton Waste, 
Jute, Flax, Woollen and Worsted Trades 


B.S. 2047 : 1953 has been published to assist in producing inter- 
changeability between various makes of coiler cans. _ 

The standard gives basic dimensions of ranges of circular cans for 
the cotton, cotton waste, jute, flax, woollen and worsted trades, as 
well as rectangular cans which are applicable to the worsted trade only. 

For the present, the materials from which the cans are manufactured 
have not been specified, nor have any constructional requirements 
been given. Price 2s. 


Direct Current Ratiometer Indicators for Aircraft 


G. 114: 1953 includes data relating to platinum resistance 
thermometer elements in addition to that given in British Standard 
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G. 114: April 1949, for nickel resistance thermometer elements. 
An Appendix has been added, giving information on minimum tests 
recommended to verify the serviceability of instruments manufactured 
in compliance with the requirements of the standard. Price 2s. 6d. 


General Purpose Farm Buildings 


B.S. 2053 : 1953 describes single storey farm buildings with pitched 
roofs for general purposes which are capable of adaptation to a wide 
variety of farm uses. Basic dimensions are given for truss centres, 
three spans and four heights of buildings. 

The design requirements for loading and stresses in the materials 
used are formulated with this special class of structure in mind. It 
has been recognized that design requirements need not be as stringent 
as for buildings with the usual floor and ceiling finishes and that a 
building originally ordered as cladded might be changed to an open- 
sided building at a later date, or vice versa. Allowance has been 
made for such contingencies and also for buildings where natural 
shelter from the wind is afforded. 

Provision is made for requirements for the components of buildings 
in steel, reinforced concrete, timber and aluminium alloy. Price 2s. 6d. 


Fibreboard and Composite Drums for Oversea Shipment 


B.S. 1596: 1953 for fibreboard and composite drums for oversea 
shipment has just been revised. ‘The original edition covered only 
drums made entirely from fibreboard and the standard has now been 
extended to include drums with metal and plywood ends. Manu-

ensure compliance with the standard.

Packaging Code for Mechanical Aids in Package Handling 


Packers are often discouraged by the evidence of poor handling 
of containers in transit and there is little doubt that much of the 
damage sustained by packages is due to inefficient handling. There 
is little that the packer can do to control the treatment given to his 
goods after they leave his factory. There is, however, a great deal that 
can be done to improve the handling of packaging materials and filled 
containers during movement from one part of the factory to another 
or during the loading on to vans or wagons for the first stage of their 
journey. Manual handling, however experienced the operator, is 
expensive in time and labour and the use of an efficient system of 
mechanical handling generally results in a reduction of accidents with 
consequent greater safety to the operatives and less damage to the 
goods. 

With this in mind B.S.1. has prepared a section of the Packaging 
Code (B.S. 1133, Section 4) dealing with mechanical aids in package 
handling. It describes the many types of equipment available and 
gives notes to assist users in selecting equipment and using it to the 
best advantage. This section contains about 80 illustrations of 
typical pieces of equipment likely to be of use to packers. Price 6s. 


Recommended Method for the Spectrographic Analysis of 
Low Alloy Steels 


B.S. 1121B : 1953 is part of a programme of standardizing methods 
for the determination of elements in iron and steel. It is based on the 
work of the spectrographic analysis sub-committee of the British Iron 
and Steel Research Association, whose report has been published by 
the Iron and Steel Institute as special report No. 47 : Spectrographic 
Analysis of Low Alloy Steels. 

The method provides for the excitation of the samples by means of 
a condensed spark discharge. A flat sparking surface technique is 
used, the emitted spectral radiations being dispersed by a large quartz 
prism spectrograph and recorded on a photographic plate. The 
internal standard method, in which the density of a chosen spectral 
line of the element being determined is compared with the density 
of a chosen iron line, is used to make an evaluation from the spectro- 
gram. ‘The comparison of the densities is made by means of a non- 
recording densitometer, and the percentage concentration of the 
element is finally obtained frorn a concentration calibration curve 
derived from the analysis of standard samples. 

The method is applicable to the analysis of low alloy steel with an 
iron content of 95 + 1 per cent. 

Details of all the apparatus required are given and the procedures 
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for analysis and for plate calibration and standardization are fully 
described. Price 5s. 


Preferred Numbers 


The series of standardized numbers known internationally as 
“*Preferred numbers’ are finding increasing application in the 
preparation of standards and in the devising of ranges of products 
and processes. The technical features, advantages and practical 
applications of these numbers are discussed fully in B.S. 1638 : 1950 
‘Report on the selection of ranges of types and sizes (preferred 
numbers),”” by J. E. Sears, C.B.E. The present standard B.S. 
2045: 1953, has been prepared with the objects (a) of giving 
authoritative status to these numbers for application, where 
appropriate, in British practice, and (b) of providing readily accessible 
information on the numbers themselves for those who may have 
occasion to use them. 

The British Standard lists the preferred numbers in the four 
principal series (R5, R10, R20 and R40), as well as the additional 
R80 series intended for special application. ‘These numbers are the 
same as those agreed internationally by the International Organization 
for Standardization (Technical Committee I.S.0./T.C. 19, Preferred 
Numbers) in New York, June 1952 and now published as I.S.O. 
Recommendation No. 7. For the series R5 to R40, the I.S.O. 
recommendation is in exact accord with the earlier agreement of the 
1.S.A., as given in I.S.A. bulletin No. 11, 1935.

How to Quote and How to Ship for the Swiss Market 


The article below has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Counsellor (Commercial) in Berne. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Dept., Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer 
any questions arising from the article. 


IHE remarkable recovery of German industry in the last three 

years confronts British enterprise with the keenest competition 

on Switzerland’s small but valuable and highly selective market. 
In 1949 Swiss imports were worth Sw. fr. 3,791 million*, of which 
Germany supplied Sw. fr. 331 million and the United Kingdom 
Sw. fr. 276 million. In 1952 Swiss imports were worth Sw. fr. 
5,205 million, of which Germany supplied Sw. fr. 958 million and the 
United Kingdom Sw. fr. 335 million. The United States, with 
Sw. fr. 836 million, was Switzerland’s second supplier in 1952 (the 
United Kingdom taking fifth place as in 1938). 

Germany has a common frontier with Switzerland. The Swiss 
of Germanic stock use the same written language as their neighbours. 
But apart from certain similarities of taste there is little preference 
for German goods as such. ‘The success of the German sales campaign 
is in no small degree due to the careful attention paid by German 
exporters to their Swiss customers’ idiosyncracies. ‘The purpose of 
this article is to help the United Kingdom exporter, particularly the 
small firm and the newcomer to the market, to do likewise. 

The British exporter who is thinking of entering the Swiss market 
for the first time need not be deterred by language difficulties—though 
he should remember that the Swiss expect prompt answers to 
correspondence. Nor is distance as great an obstacle as one might 
think, though his German, French and Italian competitors will 
often enjoy some advantage on freight. The Swiss market is 
thoroughly experienced in foreign trade, but it is also highly 
competitive and very sensitive to terms of delivery, price and quality. 
The following hints may help the new entrant to make the right 
approach to his prospective customers. 


Language 

Many Swiss have a good command of English ; girls passing out 
of commercial high schools have to qualify in English shorthand : 
the large concerns employ staff well trained in languages, and the 
small ones can at some inconvenience get non-technical correspondence 
translated. But it would be wrong to assume that the average Swiss 
business man in a small office can cope with English correspondence 
without difficulty ; on the contrary, he would appreciate the courtesy 
of being addressed in his own language, German, French or Italian 
as the case might be. 


Trade Literature 


It is most important that trade literature should be supplied in 
French or German or both. Literature should give the weight of 
all articles in metric terms ; this enables prospective agents to work 
out approximately what customs duty will be without further 
correspondence. Dimensions of gauges, bores, inside and outside 
diameters, etc. should be given in terms of the metric system. ‘The 
purchaser has a natural tendency to throw aside British quotations 
in inches and feet when he has before him a readily comprehensible 
German or other quotation in centimetres and at no less favourable 
prices. Agents are rarely expert in technical terms in a foreign 
language, still less the retailer and general public. Prospects of sales 
are much increased by the supply of proper instructions, descriptions 
and explanations in the local language. This applies to all goods but 
particularly to those of prospective new entrants to a crowded market. 
British firms having an established connection will often find that 
their agent can undertake to translate and publish literature for them. 
It is useful to have translations made or checked locally as Swiss 
terms are not always identical with German ones. 

Trade literature should also look attractive. Business may be 
lost if the catalogue appears shoddy. Good agents pay careful 
attention even to the styling of their envelopes. Out-of-date price 
lists crudely revised will not do. Swiss business men expect to be 
offered proper lists of prices and it is worth while to bring these up to

date regularly by means of a separate sheet referring to articles 
appearing in the catalogue by number ; phrases such as “ add 10 per 
cent.”” may be easily understood in the trade in England but are 
unintelligible in Switzerland. 


Presentation and Samples 


Presentation of the goods themselves is important on a quality 
market where self-service is spreading. A good packing or 
explanatory wrapping in the local languages creates the right 
impression and customers are often ready to pay more for it. Card- 
board show boxes should be made attractive and provided with 
suitable text in the appropriate language. 

Samples should be submitted to the prospective buyer wherever 
possible. This is most important for new lines of goods and in some 
instances German firms are understood to supply a stock against 
payment when sale is effected. Where samples cannot be provided 
a clear specification should be given and scrupulously adhered to. 
Complaints from Swiss customers that goods are not up to sample or 
specification should be given careful attention and if necessary the 
goods should be replaced. Such complaints have serious reper- 
cussions and redound to the benefit of the competitors of the United 
Kingdom. 


Prices and Payment 


Prices should be quoted in sterling, but Swiss buyers find it 
convenient if an equivalent in Swiss francs is shown. Where this 
is done it should be made clear that the sterling price alone is quoted 
firm. Swiss importers are used to making allowance for exchange 
fluctuations, which between sterling and the Swiss franc are slight. 
Particularly where long lists of articles are being offered, a Swiss 
business man is likely to be favourably impressed if franc equivalents 
at the current rate are stated ; this saves him labour and enables 
him to compare British with other tenders at a glance. 

Payment depends very much on the terms of the contract and the 
nature of the trade. ‘Two and a half per cent. discount at 30 days 
from the date of invoice or 90 days net cash from date of delivery are 
very common. For consumer goods 2 to 24 per cent. discount 
within seven days or net cash in a month may be regarded as usual, 
for textiles 30 days net cash from date of delivery and for raw wool 
cash in 180 days. Under the Anglo-Swiss Monetary Agreement 
settlement must be made in sterling or Swiss francs. Information 
regarding the credit-worthiness of customers or agents can be 
furnished by the British Chamber of Commerce for Switzerland Inc., 
21 St. Jakobsstrasse, Basle, by the Commercial Department, British 
Embassy, Berne, or by H.M. Consular Officers at Zurich, Basle or 
Geneva, and such status information should be obtained before 
engaging in a transaction involving credit. 


Documentation 


Where a through bill of lading is issued to an exporter and c.o.d. 
terms apply, he should send it off immediately through banking 
channels. The bank will collect funds from the importer and 
surrender the document, without which the importer cannot collect 
the goods. Where credit terms are in force, a bill of lading should 
not be requested ; payment depends on the terms of the contract 
and issue of a bill of lading merely prevents the forwarding agent 
from delivering the goods until the document reaches him. 

Bills of lading may take longer to circulate through banking 
channels than the goods do to arrive. In some lines of merchandise 
it is possible to avoid delays by stipulating in the contract for payment 
against forwarder’s receipt. 

Swiss import licences are needed for many articles ; as a rule their 
issue is a formality. In certain instances the issue of a United 
Kingdom export licence is conditional on production of a Swiss 
import certificate. It is the duty of the importer to obtain beth 
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licence and certificate. Some products, particularly patent medicines, 
cannot be sold on the Swiss market without prior approval by Federal 
and even cantonal authorities. In all cases of doubt thé Board of 
Trade and the Commercial Department of the British Embassy at 
Berne will be happy to assist. 


Customs Duties and Other Taxes 


As Swiss duties are reckoned on gross weight, the tariff is simple to 
handle and no delays arise on this score. Goods arriving at Basle in 
the morning can normally be cleared the same day. C.i.f. quotations 
cover the goods only to the point of entry into customs ; customs 
charges themselves are then the liability of the importer, who can 
quickly ascertain from his forwarding agent what the amount will be. 
On goods consigned to a point inside Switzerland the Swiss Railways 
will arrange customs formalities and pay duty, collecting from 
consignee unless the consignment note stipulates otherwise. The 
rate of duty is often required by British exporters to estimate whether 
their product can compete ; such information can be obtained from 
the Board of Trade in London or from the Commercial Department 
of the British Embassy in Berne. The latter will also be pleased 
to obtain a ruling from the Swiss Customs when it is not clear from 
the tariff what rate applies. 

The other principal taxes which affect the price of an article to the 
consumer are turnover tax (a kind of purchase tax) and luxury tax. 
These taxes are levied equally on the article made in Switzerland. 
‘Turnover tax is normally at the rate of 6 per cent. on the wholesale 
price but foodstuffs are exempt. Luxury tax is 5 per cent. on gramo- 
phones, records and radios and parts and 10 per cent. on certain 
other goods. 


F.O.B. or C.LF. 


For Swiss agents and Swiss customers who are experienced in 
importing it is not essential to quote c.i.f. prices. From an f.o.b. 
figure or ex-factory price they can rapidly obtain from their forwarding 
agents a quotation for freight to Switzerland. Forwarding agents 
have a tariff which shows practically to a centime what freight, 
insurance, clearing and even customs charges will be, provided that 
details of the weight (duties are charged on weight) and dimensions 
of the shipment are furnished to them ; they also require to know 
the port of shipment in England or the location of the factory. It is 
particularly helpful to the Swiss forwarding agent and importer if 
weights and measurements are shown in terms of the metric system. 

Forwarding agents prefer to work on an f.o.b. quotation. This 
gives them discretion in the choice of route, an important consideration 
as conditions are constantly changing. C.i.f. quotations cover at 
present perhaps 10 per cent. of the traffic ; they are particularly 
appreciated by small Swiss firms unused to importing. Such quota- 
tions are tricky things to calculate as incidental charges are 
proportionately higher the smaller the consignment. ‘The minimum 
charge including customs formalities for a 28-kilo case collected by 
forwarding agents in Manchester and delivered by them in Basle is 
about £4 12s. Od. It is necessary to ensure that charges from factory 
to Manchester or London are kept as low as possible. British Rail- 
ways or a reputable forwarding agent in the United Kingdom 
specializing in continental traffic can furnish the necessary details to 
prospective exporters from the international through traffic rates at 
their disposal. When c.i.f. prices are quoted, ex-works and f.o.b. 
prices should also be given, in sterling and Swiss francs, listing the 
items in detail, to show how the figures are reached. This shows 
eagerness on the part of the British exporter to give good service and 
enables the Swiss importer to make cheaper arrangements if he can ; 
it is essential that freight from the United Kingdom be as cheap as 
possible, because neighbouring countries possess an advantage in 
this respect. 

To meet German competition, British exporters sometimes calculate 
their c.i.f. prices on very narrow margins. In such cases exporters 
are well advised to pay close heed to the technical details of loading 
and despatch. Even heavy goods can suffer serious damage during 
bad weather if improperly stowed in open trucks. Damage to goods 
can be covered by insurance, but damage to the goodwill of a 
customer waiting for the goods cannot. An ex-factory or f.o.b. 
price normally gives the Swiss importer control of these details of 
handling. 

F.o.b. quotations should specify the port. Manchester and Goole 
for instance are both important for continental traffic. ‘The direct 
barge service from London River to Basle should not be overlooked. 
Ferry service trucks are regularly made up in Manchester as well as 
London. An exporter—in Bradford for example—should take 
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advantage of this quoting f.o.b. Manchester. Otherwise he may find 
himself unexpectedly liable for freight charges to London. 

Whether quotations are c.i.f. or f.o.b., they should be firm for as 
long a period ahead as possible. ‘Those based on “ prices prevailing 
at date of shipment” should be avoided. Quantities available and 
delivery dates should be specified and it is most important that the 
latter should be kept. Sports or fashion goods, for instance, that 
arrive too late in the season will involve the Swiss dealer in heavy loss. 
Swiss buying seasons in the main correspond to English practice. 


Groupage or Individual Shipment ? 


Where quotations are made f.o.b., it is for the importer to make his 
own arrangements regarding shipment and insurance which he will 
usually put in the hands of a forwarding agent. United Kingdom 
exporters shipping on a c.i.f. basis also frequently use the services of 
such agents. Co-operation between United Kingdom exporter, 
United Kingdom forwarder, Swiss forwarder and Swiss customer can 
prevent difficulties and delays. Where forwarding agents are not 
employed, particular attention should be paid to the following points:— 

Freight and incidental charges on small individual parcels will be 
high ; forwarding agents make up loadings for whole trucks charging 
what is known as groupage rate : this is a low rate and is only available 
through the intermediary of agents. For urgent delivery the extra 
cost on parcels not sent groupage may be worth while ; goods 
despatched this way take about 48 hours between London and Basle. 
But in normal cases where the exporter cannot fill a truck or special 
container himself it is advisable to use ferry groupage, which from 
London to Basle takes on the average 3-4 days. ‘This time naturally 
varies according to the route taken. From Leeds to Basle via Goole 
averages 8-10 days, from Manchester via ferry groupage across the 
Channel, 6-8 days. British Railways can deliver trucks for loading 
anywhere in England, and also have available a special container 
service. For fragile consignments in particular ferry service should 
be specified ; the truck is loaded in England and sent right through 
to Basle. 


Packing and Freight 


Ferry service can ensure considerable economies in cases and 
packing. ‘This is particularly important in trade with Switzerland 
as customs charges are calculated by weight, including the packing. 
Heavy wooden cases therefore add to the costs of the goods to the 
Swiss importer. A good forwarding agent will ask the consignee to 
authorize direct contact between exporter and forwarder so as to 
secure the most appropriate packing for a particular shipment. Goods 
sent by ferry service can as a rule be packed very lightly, as for the 
home market ; hoods of sacking and layers of straw take the place of 
wood n cases. Packing should not be so light however as to 
constitute an attempt to avoid duty ; in such cases the customs 
authorities apply a tare rate meant to make up the difference. 

In quoting, phrases such as “‘ packing extra at cost”? should be 
avoided. ‘They mean nothing to the importer and it is better to give 
a price on a specific quantity or else to add a percentage. 

There are frequent air passenger services from London to Geneva, 
Basle and Zurich, and during the summer months also to Berne. 
With the new and modern fleet of aircraft now operated by British 
European Airways to Switzerland considerable space is available on 
all services for air freight of all classes. On application B.E.A. will 
reserve cargo space in advance on all passenger services, thus avoiding 
the risk of offloading. Some forwarding agents have representatives 
at the airports and can help with urgent parcels.

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Payments Talks with Japan 


AYMENTS talks began in the Treasury on December 3 between

During our last financial year, which ended on September 30, we opened 
75 new offices in different parts of the world. Your business is still a “‘ live” 
one, and the range and scope of its activities are not diminishing. 


Turning to the balance-sheet, the variations which are reflected here do 
not give the impression that any marked change has taken place in the bank’s 
position, in spite of the fluctuations in commodity prices and interest rates 
which we have witnessed in the past twelve months. Although deposits have 
increased and stand at the highest figure we have so far recorded, the items 


represented by cash and money at call still exceed 20 per cent. of the bank’s | 


total liabilities to the public. 


Turning now to the profit and loss account, I suggested last year that the 
lower prices then ruling for the staple export products of so many of the 
territories served by the bank must adversely affect our results. The 
actual decline in the net profit shown would, however, have been more 
marked had it not been for a slight, but welcome, decrease in the rate of tax 
payable. We have transferred £150,000 to premises reserve account and 
£300,900 to the reserve fund. ‘The latter amount has been supplemented 
by £200,000 which we have been able to release from contingency account, 
being provision no longer required After effecting these transfers our 
reserve fund stands at £8,000,000. 


You will notice the reduction in the figure for acceptances, etc., which is 
to some extent a reflection of the lower prices. You will, perhaps, not be 


surprised to hear that the financing of the exports of these commodities | 


during the year just past has brought us less profit. 
continue to increase. 


Operating expenses 


THE OUTLOOK 


If it was difficult last year to predict the course of events with any con- 
fidence, the task to-day is still more formidable. I suggested that we might 
look back on 1952 as a turning point marking approximately the end of the 
sellers’ market which had dominated post-war conditions. It is true that 
many prices have fallen, and some appear to have reached stability at the 
lower levels now ruling ; some again seem to be recovering, while others 
still are falling. ‘There is no longer any pronounced general trend in a 
particular direction. Superimposed upon this striking change in the econo- 
mic climate, however, there has recently been some change in the political 
climate also, and the one reacts upon the other. Strange and wrong though 
it may seem, there is no doubt that the lessening of international tension, 
however slight, and whether justified or not, has recently been the cause of 
market uncertainty, which in its turn has created some anxiety. It is against 
this background of uncertainty that our policies now have to be considered. 


During the past twelve months, the change in our course has become 
clearer to see. Little by little, those physical controls which were the in- 
heritance from the war period are being cbolishcd.

It was decided ta extend pro rata the quotas for imports of Swiss 
goods into Austria until April 30, 1954, and, should neither of the 
parties have requested the opening of fresh trade negotiations by 
this date, the quotas will be automatically further extended pro rata 
until July 31, 1954.

HERJMAJESTY’S Representative in Berne reports that the Swiss- 
Danish Trade Agreement of September 15, 1951, has been extended 
for a further year from October 1, 1953, until September 30, 1954, 
by an exchange of notes dated November 10, 1953. 

Import and export quotas hitherto valid remain unchanged for 
the new contractual period, except for goods which may be liberalized 
in this period.

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Tariff, Customs and Import Regulations 








HE Union of South Africa Government Gazette Extraordinary 
No. 5190 dated November 27, 1953, publishes in Government 
Notices Nos. 2645, 2646, 2647 and 2648 new regulations and 
: consolidated lists of goods subject to import control. 

Those parts of the Government Notices which are of direct interest 
to United Kingdom exporters are reproduced below. The main 
changes effected were outlined in the Board of Trade Journal on 
November 28, page 1143, and on December 5, page 1192. 


Control of Imports (G.N. No. 2645) 


I, Ertc Henprik Louw, in my capacity as Minister of Economic Affairs, 
and acting under and by virtue of the powers conferred upon me by War 
Measure No. 146 of 1942, as amended, read with War Measure No. 75 of 
1945, do hereby order as follows with effect from January 1, 1954 :— 

1. In these reguiations :— 

(a) ‘‘ goods ’”’ means all articles, wares, merchandise, animals, matter or 

things ; 

(b) ‘* Union ” means the Union of South Africa and includes the Territory 
of South West Africa and the port and settlement of Walvis Bay ; 

(c) “‘ Director ” means the Director of Imports and Exports, as appointed 
in terms of Government Notice No. 1100, dated June 10, 1949 ; 

(d) “‘ bona fide gift’? means an unsolicited gift for which no charge has 
been or is to be made, sent to the addressee for his or her personal 
use or for the use of his or her family and certified by the addressee to 
be a bona fide gift ; 

(e) “ free-on-board cost” shall bear the same meaning assigned thereto 
under section eighty-eight of the Customs Act, 1944 (Act No. 35 of 
1944). 

4. (i) As from the date of effect of this notice no goods may be imported 
into the Union in terms of the Customs Act, No. 35 of 1944, as amended, 
from any source except under the authority of an import permit issued by 
the Director or his nominee, provided that :— 

(a) no import permit issued in terms of these regulations shall be regarded 
as authorizing the importation of anv of the goods listed in Schedule 1 
to this notice unless such goods are specifically described in such 
import permit in the manner indicated in the said Schedule 1 ; 

(b) no import permit in terms of these regulations shall be required for 
the importation of the goods listed in Schedules 2 and 3 to this notice ; 

(c) every article shown in Schedule 1 shall be deemed to include such 
article in an assembled or unassembled or incomplete condition and 
component parts of such article. 

(ii) The meaning to be ascribed to any of the descriptions of articles in 
Schedules 1 and 2 shall be the meanings attached to similarly numbered 
items in the first Schedule of the Customs Act No. 35 of 1944, as amended 

5. The Director may : 

(i) from time to time prescribe or determine the form of any application, 
permit or import document necessary or required in terms of these 
regulations ; 

(ii) prescribe the conditions for the issue of such permit or import 
document ; 

(iii) refuse to issue an import permit or other document, without giving 
a reason for his action ; 

(iv) at any time and without prior notice cancel, withdraw or suspend any 

import permit or other document issued by him or his nominee ; 

(v) limit the period of validity of any import permit or other document 
issued by him or his nominee.

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Burmese Import Regulations 


URTHER details of the new regulations issued by the Exchange 

Control Department of the Union Bank of Burma are set out below. 
A preliminary notice about the regulations was published in last 
week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 1185), but for ease of reference, 
the information contained therein is repeated below. 

All bills and documents covering imports into Burma must be 
accompanied by a Survey Report. This applies to all bills and 
documents sent for collection, including Advance Bills as well as to 
shipments against Letters of Credit. 


Similar regulations came into force for shipments from Malaya, 
Hong Kong, Japan and India when Bills of Lading or Parcel Post 
Receipts, etc., were dated on and after October 26, 1953, and these 
have now been extended to all other countries on and after January 1, 


1954. 


The circular issued by the Exchange Control Department reads as 
follows :— 


‘Survey reports furnished by surveyors of well-known international 
repute and with no commercial activities will only be accepted. Survey 
reports should cover : 
Actual quantity (a) number of parcels/pieces. 

(b) number/quantity per parcel. 

(c) total weight. 

(d) total length/measurements. 

(a) commodity (commercial definition 
tion). 

(b) grade/type. 

(c) chemical/physical analysis. 

wherever applicable should be established according to commercial practice 

The survey should be conducted in such a way as to ensure that the 
parcels or consignments surveyed are actually shipped.

Washington, D.C. 
Alsike Clover Seed 


THE United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of 
Section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the 
“Escape Clause ’’), have instituted an investigation to determine 
whether alsike clover seed classified under Paragraph 763 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended, is, as a result, in whole or in part, of the duty 
or other customs treatment reflecting the concessions granted on this 
product under the General Agreement on ‘Tariffs and Trade, being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either 
actual or relative, as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic 
industry producing a like or directing competitive product. 

United Kingdom exporters of this product are advised to get in 
touch with their importing agencies in the United States, with a view 
to ensuring that the latter, if a public hearing is held, either send a 
representative to the hearing or file a suitable brief with the United 
States ‘Tariff Commission to protest against any proposal to increase 
the import duty and/or impose quota limitations on imports. 

If the United States Tariff Commission order a public hearing a 
further notice will be published in the Board of Trade Journal. 


Fluorspar 


THE Board of Trade have received information that the United 
States Tariff Commission Investigation on Fluorspar, announced 
in the Board of Trade Journal on November 14 (page 1040), has 
been discontinued and dismissed at the request of the United States 


Industry. 
*% Made in Canada ” Rulings 


MEMORANDUM Series D. No. 51 M.C.R. 160 dated November 23, 
1953, issued by the Canadian Department of National Revenue, 
states that Cross Type Universal Joints, Propeller Shaft and/or 
Drive Shaft Assemblies and parts of the foregoing, for use in the 
manufacture or repair of motor trucks, motor buses, electric trolley 
buses, fire fighting vehicles, ambulances, hearses and the chassis for 
same, which are at present ruled as of a “ class or kind not made in 
Canada ”’ have been transferred to the category of a “ class or kind 
made in Canada.” 

This ruling becomes effective three weeks from the date of the 
Memorandum. 


Colombian Import Control 


A RESOLUTION, issued recently by the Colombian Ministry of 
Development, states that the importation of tallows, fish oils and 
vegetable oils is to be subject to the Ministry’s approval, which will 
be given only when Colombian importers can vrove that local supplies 
are insufficient for their needs. 


British Woollens in the American Market 


An interesting booklet on British Woollens in the American Market 
has been prepared by Mr. David L. Hurwood, 258 Riverside Drive, 
New York 25, N.Y., Assistant Manager of the Textile Division, Drake 
America Corporation, New York. After dealing with the changing 
role of United States imports Mr. Hurwood gives reasons why Britain 
is the largest contributor to United States woollen imports, and 
describes how the regional characteristics and long-standing traditions 
of the British woollen industry prove advantageous to the American 
clothing manufacturer. He emphasizes the importance to American 
manufactures of the extreme diversity and high quality of British 
woollens, and the willingness of British mills to undertake special 
pattern work. ‘The future course of British woollen imports into the 
United States, the author says, will depend on three broad factors— 
the level of prosperity in that country, the role of synthetics, and 
American tariff policy.
